SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


I herewith submit my twelth annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

I see boys and girls come to our schools, pass 
through the grades, graduate (or drop out) and go 
into higher schools or to work: and then!! Well, what 
then? Have the needs all been met as far as possible? 
Is the life well balanced? Is there proper prepara- 
tion for economic and social life? Is he a good citi- 
zen? Can he meet the new problems of the day? 

Someone has said, “The fact that some pupils 
move through our usual school classes, year after year, 
with personality characteristics apparently unchanged, 
is probably to be interpreted to mean that the usual 
school routine has not touched the deeper levels of 
their life at all. The school which sets out to know 
the whole life of its students, and to help them at their 
points of greatest need, will find an extraordinary op- 
portunity to be of aid in improving relationships with 
other people.” Our schools. are doing some fine work 
along these lines, but they cannot do it all. 

Leadership is needed and we have some fine ex- 
amples and splendid efforts. ‘Leadership depends 
on the ability of the leader to live with, enjoy and 
direct the life of vigorous youth; together with an 
idealism and an understanding which guides young 
people to a worthwhile, efficient maturity and adult 
life.” 

Unquestionably the first and most important in- 
fluence in the child’s life is the home—his home— 
and other homes, which make up much of his social 
environment in rural areas. According to a recent 
survey only 3% of the single youth now living at home 
expressed a preference for living away from home. 
Only a few said they did not want families and homes 
of their own. It would seem, then, that the home will 
remain as an institution—the fundamental social unit. 
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Freedom schools are comfortably housed in a 
well-equipped building, but a suitable playground is 
greatly needed. Some powers and abilities in children 
are developed through play. If play is denied, such 
powers and abilities may be forever lost. I would 
urge the citizens of Freedom to provide a suitable 
playground. While the children play elsewhere, the 
front lawn could be graded and beautified with shrub- 
bery and flowers, thus making it a beauty. Thanks 
should be extended to the Masonic Order for the use 
of land as a small playground. 

For improvements I recommend painting the 
schoolhouse outside and installation of septic toilets. 

The health work is still under the care of Miss 
Eva Nelson, R.N. The dental clinic, sponsored by the 
school district each year, was very popular this year. 
Examinations and follow-up work have become part 
of our regular routine. Noon lunch is served in cold 
weather. 

Cooperation of parents and citizens is much needed 
in securing punctual and regular attendance. Best 
work cannot be accomplished in school when attend- 
ance is irregular. Punctuality should be one of the 
established habits of our youth. Parents should visit 
the school. The home is the most important factor 
in the child’s life. 

Statistics 

For the year ending June 30, 1938, we had an 
average attendance of 49, an average membership of 
54, and a percent of 92. It is to be regretted that the 
percent of attendance is three points below the state’s 
desirable minimum of 95%.
